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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgement of Receipt 

Applicant's Response, filed 7/17/2007, in reply to the Office Action mailed 
12/15/2006, is acknowledged and has been entered. Claims 1,3-7 and 9-13 have 
been amended. Claims 2, 8 and 14-20 have been cancelled. Claims 1,3-7 and 9 - 
13 are pending and are examined herein on the merits for patentability. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 1 and 7 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection has been withdrawn as being overcome by amendment. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 1 and 7 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by each of Unger, Klaveness, Rasor and Church 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections have been withdrawn as 
being overcome by amendment. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 1-13 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Unger or Klaveness have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive for reasons set forth hereinbelow. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1, 3 - 7 and 9- 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Unger (5,585,112) or Klaveness (5,536,490), for reasons set forth in 
the Office Action mailed 12/15/2006. 

Applicant argues on page 5 of the Response that "the rejection is moot with 
respect to canceled claims 2 and 8. None of claims 1 , 3 - 7, or 9 - 1 3 teach of suggest 
Applicant's recited shell where each polar head group is linked to a straight-chain 
hydrophobic group selected as having the recited chain lengths." Applicant further 
asserts that "neither Unger or Klaveness render claims 1 , 3 - 7 or 9 - 13 obvious." 

This is found non-persuasive because, claim 1 as amended now recites the 
limitations of previously rejected claim 2 into claim 1 . However, claim 2 and dependent 
claims therefrom were rejected for reasons set forth in the Office Action. For example, 
Unger teaches combinations of all taught shell materials in columns 20 - 22 and column 
29, lines 47+) and Klaveness teaches combinations of shell materials (see column 2). 
Applicant's arguments amount to a general allegation that the claims define a 
patentable invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims 
patentably distinguishes them from the references.

No claims are allowed at this time.
